selected content from each of the plurality of publishers to the user station over a 
communications network and, without user intervention, effect storage of the 
transported content to the storage device such that the content is retained on the 
storage device upon shutting down of the user station and/or deactivation of the 
software product; and effect presentation of the stored content to the user at the user 
station with a user interface that is customized to the respective publishers.
